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To price, or not to price merchandise 
listed in advertising has long been a 
controversial subject. Here are comments, 
volunteered by you, our readers, during 
the last three months. From Washington 
state, “Wish some of your advertisers 
would put in their prices. Takes too long 
to write in and get an answer. The article 
is usually gone by the time we Western 
people get our order in”; another from 
the same state, “Most collectors do not 
like ads without price lists included. Irri- 
tating! Snooty!”. From Texas, “To elimi- 
nate false hopes (of receiving ordered 
merchandise) why not encourage putting 
prices on all advertised merchandise— 
saves correspondence”. From Florida, 
“Each advertiser (should be) compelled 
to have price of each article to save time 
lost in correspondence, and by the time I 
receive SPINNING WHEEL and read and 
write asking price the article is no longer 
available”. From New York, “Tell adver- 
tisers to put prices in ads or I don’t read 
ads”. From Nebraska, “Ads with no prices 
I don’t read. Am I alone on this?” From 
Illinois, “Incidentally, I never read an ad 
which omits prices. Too much correspond- 
ence invoived, and delay”. 

This then is the sentiment about un- 
priced merchandise on one side of the 
fence. We have heard a few explanations 
of why no prices are given in some ads, 
but if a few more will let us know their 
reasons, we'll take you on the other side 
of the fence next month. Whether such 
discussion will result in all ads being 
priced or not, it should certainly help 
promote better understanding between 
buyer and seller. 

This is not homespun, believe me, but 
instead, direct from the Social Security 
Administration who is anxious that this 
notice be given the widest dissemination 
possible. There’s a disability provision in 
the 1954 amendments to the SS Act that 
will affect both the present and future Old 
Age Insurance benefits of many employed 
or self-employed persons, and, of course, 
antiques dealers are included. This pro- 
vision may raise benefits payable to the 
disabled worker in the future, and can 
result in higher benefit payments begin- 
ning in July for many disabled workers 
who are already over 65 and receiving 
monthly SS checks. So, if you have been 
totally disabled for work for six months 
or more and your disability is expected 
to continue, get in touch with your local 
SS office now, to see if you are eligible to 
have your SS record frozen during the 
period of your disability. This, we under- 
stand, should be done before July 1, 1955.

Lawrence B. Romaine, dealer in old 
books and catalogues from Middleboro, 
Massachusetts has always given his cus- 
tomers more than a list of something to 
buy.

Par- 
ticipants and faculty will live and eat 
together for the full week in the Hotel 
Otesaga on the shores of Lake Otsego, 
Cooperstown. The fee is all inclusive— 
tuition, meals, and entertainment. Appli- 
cations are now being accepted and if 
you're interested, drop us a line and we'll 
arrange for further information to be sent 
you. 

Speaking of self-improvement and edu- 
cational courses, Robert Deardorff did a 
magnificent article “Double-the-fun VA- 
CATIONS when you pack a hobby too” 
in the May issue of Charm magazine. In 
about six pages of charts, he listed about 
ten times as many schools, colonies, and 
workshops in the U. S. and Mexico which 
are open from June to September for the 
study of Art, Crafts, Music, Writing, 
Photography, and Dance.

It 
bears the William Adams mark of the 
1820-30 period, but carries no title—and 
nary a name could she find applied to it 
whereby she could ask by mail or in 
person without going into lengthy de- 
scription. Thanks to Mr. Sam Laidacker 
and his Anglo-American China, Part II, 
a useful title, though perhaps not William 
Adams’ choice, can be given. Says Mr. 
Laidacker concisely: “Bird Cage (Title 
not marked). The subject given this 
title shows a group of children with a 
bird in a cage. In the background is a 
large English cottage. It is a beautiful 
dark blue. An entire tea set was made. 
Cups and saucers bring about $10, sugar 


bowl $20, teapot $25, creamer $15, and 
bowl $15.” Mr. Laidaker’s Anglo-Amer- 
ican China, Book I, by the way, has 
recently been reprinted, in a revised and 
enlarged edition. These two books of his 
give a most complete coverage of the 
English china made for the American 
trade, telling what exists, when and where 
it was made, the size, color, and what it 
is worth—a wonderful reference work. 





TocerHer Acain: In our January °54 
Memo, we showed pictures of the Chip- 
pendale chairs from the 1760 home of 
General Mordecai Gist, which were ac- 


quired by Colonial Williamsburg for 
display in the Wythe House at Williams- 
burg. Now the Chippendale table, owned 
by General Gist and used with these 
chairs, is also in Williamsburg, and once 
more the chairs and table will be used 
together. The table has been in the Gist 
family until this sale, the last owner be- 
ing Mrs. F. LaMotte Smith of West- 
minster, Md. The four-legged, drop leaf 
table measures 48” long, 28” high, with 
top and leaves each 18” wide. A single 
line of reeding decorates one side of each 
leg, similar to the reeding on the chairs.

The American Roll Top Desk 
Developed by Stephen Smith

ANDWICH, Masschusetts, famed 

for its glass, should boast also 
that here Stephen Smith, self-ap- 
prenticed to Cabinetmaker Swift, 
started his career at the age of four- 
teen. Born at Barnstable, Massa- 
chusetts, August 5, 1805, Stephen 
Smith literally, and in his own words, 
lifted himself by his own bootstraps. 
In 1822 he went to Boston and 
finished his cabinetmaking apprentice- 
ship with Solomon Lord. By 1828 he 
was in partnership with one, Hilliard 
Smith (no relation) and by 1831 had 
acquired the business. He specialized 
in counting house furniture, meaning 
office furniture. Before venturing into 
this field he made clock cases of the 
banjo, shelf and harp (lyre) type, all 
of which bore his signature, either 
across the dial in black ink or inside 
the case. 

His next turn was to the manu- 
facture of chairs of which numerous 
examples survive. But by the mid 
1830s he was well on his career which 
involved the development of a roll top 
desk incorporating the tambour prin- 
ciple of slats glued to a canvas base 
and which, prior to Smith’s adapta- 
tion of the principle, had been used 
primarily on fine furniture for homes. 

In 1840 we find him proposing as 
furniture for the Boston Registry 
Office, the following, which, he as- 
serted would be sufficiently seasoned 


to withstand (the atmosphere of) a 
coal fire: 6 fancy cane seat chairs 
$12; 1 sitting desk, for the registrar 
$60; 2 mahogany armed chairs $50; 
1 sitting desk for copying $25; desk 
for clerk, one’ sitting $50; desk for 
clerk, 1 standing $40; 2 large desks 
for records room, with top cases for 
indexes $275; 3 high stools $4.50; 1 
double desk for copying $35; another, 
same $28. 

Smith advertised in the Boston 
Daily Advertiser & Patriot, and the 
Boston Business Directory. In devel- 
oping his roll top office desk, examples 
of which were in almost every office 
in America, Smith did not live to see 
his desk attain its greatest honor, 
the $1,000 gold prize at the Centen- 
nial Exposition in 1876. He died in 
1875 and his furniture business was 
finally sold to the Derby Desk Com- 
pany. Richard Derby, of this family, 
married Theodore Roosevelt’s young- 
est daughter. 

The original Smith roll top desks 
were made of either black walnut, or 
chestnut. All, originally, were marked 
with either a wood or metal 
plaque inside the writing sec- tp 
tion, at the right or left side. 
Editor’s Note: The author gratefully 
acknowledges the assistance of Charles 
Lothrop Smith, grandson of Stephen 
Smith who supplied original documents 
enabling her to assemble the above data.

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Imports from and for 
The Two Crystal Palaces w 1849-1853 


NLY the diligent researchers in- 

to things antique—and near an- 
tique — appreciate the two Crystal 
Palace exhibitions, one in London, 
and one in New York, and the im- 
petus they gave to design and manu- 
factures. England’s manufacturers, 
as well as amateur and professional 
artists and artisans were almost 
frantic in their efforts. To be men- 
tioned in the Journal of Design and 
Manufactures was an accolade con- 
noting notice by Prince Albert and 
probably a smile or other gesture 
from the Queen. 


Household names among collectors 
were among the manufacturers who 
solicited the approval of the editors 
of this journal which, literally forced 
the Crystal Palace Exposition in Lon- 
don. Wedgwood, Worcester, Pellatt, 
Ridgway, Minton, Copeland, Rose, 
Messengers, Jennens & Bettridge, 
Chubb (the great hardware house) 
Bradbury, Bacchus, Lloyd & Sum- 
merfield, Rice-Harris, Day & Son, 
Elkington .. . all these firms sub- 
mitted ceramics, statuary, papier- 
mache, glass, Sheffield plate, litho- 
graphs, lamps, and a host of other 
objects which were put into produc- 
tion and exported to the United 
States as well as sold generally in 
England. 


This is not to say that all of the 
objects here pictured, every one of 
which has been noted in various an- 
tiques shops—and many of which are 
in private collections—were imported 
at the time of production. Since the 
end of World War II innumerable 
examples have been bought in Eng- 
land and shipped here for sale. With 
the pound at $2.80 in American dol- 
lars there are profits for all con- 
cerned. The difference in the rate of 
exchange pays duty and transporta-

tion. The prices here? One must per- 
mit who will to answer that question. 
We imagine that $10 retail in the 
pound of purchase would be a fair 
estimate. That would permit the 
usual 100% mark up without which 
no dealer can long survive in busi- 
ness. Obviously importation must be 
in considerable quantity to cover the 
expense of an on-the-spot buying trip. 
And so it is. Some dealers go over 
with one thousand, some two, and 
some five thousand dollars. The num- 
ber of occasional buyers — visitors 
from the United States— must be 
counted in the thousands. We are 
getting a tremendous number of 
these antiques, so called, and absorb- 
ing them at a great rate. Whether 
or not any of the items is legally an 
antique cannot be a moot question. 
They aren’t. One must pay duty on 
them as imports which means they 
are recognized as after 1830. Yet, 
within the spirit of the law, enacted 
in 1930, they are antiques for, the 
law established things 100 years of 
age in 1930 as antique and no amend- 
ment to the act has been passed. It 
should now read things made prior to 
1854. 


Consequently everything here pic- 
tured is 100 years old, or a little bit 
older as the case may be. Spinning 
Wheel, having secured the original 
designs of, and original drawings, of 
the objects is able to picture the ob- 
jects in precisely the way they were 
pictured to American buyers from 
1849 to 1853. Thus the pictures you 
can enjoy looking at are themselves 
as old as the objects. This is what is 
called positive documentation. Each 
picture is captioned to include basic 
data about the object. Needless to 
say, the wealth of material we have 
procured cannot be displayed in one 
text. Therefore you may expect a 
second, and a third chapter, 
or more, before our resources i 
are exhausted.

Unveiling An Allegory 


Or How To Resurrect The Hidden Meanings 
Of Some Quaint And Curious American Art 


By Dwicnt W. CARLISLE 


N allegory is a veiled presentation, 

affirmed Noah Webster in his big 
dictionary. True, the term is from the 
ancient Greek “allegoria’” and meant, 
in the days of Homer, description of 
an event, circumstance, condition, or 
object, under the guise of another. 
Webster surely reduced the meaning 
to its least common denominator but 
we should study the Greek meaning 
for, in it, lies the key to the secret of 
unveiling an allegory by us, long after 
its presentation. 

Allegories, in the form of paintings 
and drawings may come our way at 
any time, as opportunities found in 
antiques shops. That’s how I found 
the one pictured here. Upon finding 
one, chances are, we are lucky whether 
we know it or not. I paid $35 for the 
one shown, just ten years ago. A 
Museum of some fame would have 
paid $350 for it, had they found it: 
they have told me so and, in the tell- 
ing, were perhaps tendering an offer, 
allegorically, so to speak! 

Allegorical paintings, generally, fall 
within three categories; they are 
either political, religious, or amatory. 
Almost always they are presented 
classically. That is to say the presen- 
tation is made in the mythological 
style: Ajax, Vulcan, Cronus, Venus, 
Mercury, Vestals, Jove and so on, or 
the equivalents of these, in symbols 


used by the early Christian Church. 

Mysticism is of course a component 
of every allegory. The ancient “veil 
of Isis’ hides the very meaning of 
what is openly depicted. A lamb, 
holding a pennoned cross, is the alle- 
gorical representation of the Christian 
Lord Jesus. The “all-seeing eye” is 
God. Mercury is the messenger of the 
Gods of Mythology. So it goes. To 
analyze an allegory, to get at its hid- 
den meaning, we must call upon those 
serving men of intellect and reason, 
the questions which, what, why, when, 
where and who. 

What, in the picture shown, is the 
God Cronus (sometimes called Father 
Time) doing to the central figure in 
this painting? He is trying to take him 
to the fiery pit, Hades. Who is the 
man he grasps? He looks like most 
pictures of Benjamin Franklin. Who 
is the red-skinned female figure in 
Indian dress interceding on Franklin’s 
behalf ? Why is she interceding ? What 
is the meaning of the fetters strewn 
around her? Who is the weeping 
figure over there by the Altar? What 
Goddess, seated on a cloud, also grasps 
Franklin, and why? Who is the angel 
praying by the altar and what is the 
significance of that torch under his 
legs? What angel is that in the sky, 
with two trumpets, blowing one? Look 
closely. Study history. Lo, the meaning 
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comes slowly and explains the picture 
thus: 

This painting, oil on board, size 15 
x 20 inches, is a Memorial on the 
death of Franklin and depicts certain 
highlights of his career. The poem by 
a Lady of Philadelphia, written before 
the Revolution, in which she predicted 
that Franklin was destined for Hades, 
and was demonstrating it by inventing 
fireplaces and hot stoves, is reflected 
in the attempt of Cronus to take 
Franklin there. But America, the na- 
tion, freed of her fetters, depicted by 
the Indian Maiden, intercedes for this 
good man while France, the bowed, 
crying female figure, points to her 
lilies on the shield, her draped flags. 
Yet she wears her Liberty cap! 

The praying angel beside France is, 
apparently, Mercury, who has con- 
tacted the Spirit of truth who has 
rushed to the scene and _ rescues 
Franklin from Cronus. Up in the sky, 
Gabriel blows his big horn in triumph. 
Justice is done. Franklin’s shade is 
NOT damned to Hell, but will remain 
bright in the hearts of his fellow 
Americans, and the world. 

This, it would seem, is what the 
allegory attempts to convey. Un- 
doubtedly it was quite obvious to 
those who, in the 1790's, saw this 
painting or any engravings made from 
it*. That is why any allegory is a 
potentially important painting. 

All it needs is unveiling to make ip 
it again understandable. 


* In spite of the fact that we have found 
no prints of this subject, one may suspect 
the painting itself was made for the spe- 
cific purpose of being engraved and 
printed for popular distribution. The 
painting is not a masterpiece of pro- 
fessional skill but quite obviously is the 
work of a graduate scenic, theatrical and 
decorative painter. It is, of course, in 
colors: tones of blue, grey, red and black. 
This alone bespeaks painting with a view 
toward colored mezzotint reproduction. 
Since Franklin died in 1790 the painting 
may date from that year, to as late as 
1795. France, by revolution, became a 
Republic in the 1790's. This would seem 
to place the date of the painting definitely 
in the final decade of the 18th century.

Salt Glaze Ware 


Its Popularity Was Widespread And Long-Lived, Being In Production 
From The Reign of William & Mary to that of George III 


By ApELAIDE MORNINGSTAR 


NGLISH Salt Glaze, or white 

stoneware, seems to have origi- 
nated in the Staffordshire district of 
England in the 17th century. There 
are no marks, and no dates upon which 
to base positive allocations. Some 
authorities give the credit to the 
potter Bagnall, 1680. The eminent 
Solon, in his “Art of The Old English 
Potter,” 1906, attributes the first mak- 
ing to John Philip Elers. The secret 
of this ware, a thin stone body im- 
pressed with figural and other deco- 
ration was twofold: first the decora- 
tion was stamped in, and on the body, 
with metal seals and the glaze was 
achieved by throwing salt in the kiln 
while firing. This caused a chemical 
combination which literally coated the 
thin stoneware with a film of glass- 
like quality. The relationship to porce- 
lain is established not by the tech- 
nique, but by the result; a stoneware 
body having a closely bonded glaze. 
And the Meissen discovery is here 
anticipated. However, the importance 
of salt glaze needs no crutch of porce- 
lain relationship upon which to stand. 
Alone, it is an achievement. It became

the favored ware of Britain and the 
Colonies. There is scarcely a “dig” 
made on old sites that does not yield 
shards of salt glaze, proving the ware 
was here in quantities. 

The popularity of the ware was not 
only widespread but long lived. From 
the reign of William & Mary to 
George III this ware was in produc- 
tion. The examples pictured, by 
courtesy of Parke Bernet Galleries, 
come mostly from the Walter P. 
Chrysler collection. Each pictured 
example is identified in the captions. 

When the George Washington birth- 
place was in process of restoration, 
funds for the work were supplied in 
part by the sale of reproductions of 
salt glaze found on the Wakefield, 
Virginia, site. The makers were Lenox, 
of Trenton and the pattern was called 
Washington-Wakefield, (Spinning 
Wheel, January 1955). This excellent 
reproduction was not actually salt 
glaze but fine Lenox china. It is now 
almost impossible to obtain (no longer 
made it can only be purchased second 
hand) and it will, undoubtedly become 
a collectors item in spite of it being a

reproduction made in the 20th cen- 
tury. 

Fine old salt glaze is thin; the glaze 
is glassy, the color creamy white with 
occasional bisque and brown spottings. 
The very earliest pieces have a green- 
ish tint and are called “Crouch ware” 
because the clay is from the Crouch 
pits, in Derbyshire. Most very early 
pieces resemble the true red porcelain 
made by Elers—and which he did not 
know was the veritable porcelain, the 
same as made later by Meissen—and 
bear the same stamp impressions on 
the surface. The unique shapes and 
forms of salt glaze preclude the pos- 
sibility of their having been “thrown” 
on a potter’s wheel. They were cast 
and molded in dies and forms; the 
small molds and stamps of copper or 
brass, the large ones of terra cotta. 

To say that salt glaze wares were 
made somewhat like postage stamps 
are produced would be quite right! 
First the design was engraved on 
native gypsum. A “proof” was taken 
in clay, and fired. This became a 
master block upon which clay molds 
were made and, in these, the final 
ware was cast before firing. In making 
stamps the master die is engraved, a 
transfer rolled from it, and the trans- 
fer impressed on the copper intaglio 
printing plate. 

The best detailed description of the 
process is to be found in M. Solon’s 
book, mentioned above. Here we learn 
that Astbury and Twyford were 
leaders in salt glaze production, but 
that Billings (1722) took out patents 
for improvement and that Shaw, 
Wedgwood, Baddeley, Littler and 
Wood all made salt glaze. While the 
generic name, salt glaze, is applied 
primarily to the creamy white stamped 
and molded wares, it must be remem- 
bered salt glaze was also made with 
enamel decoration in the Chinese style 
and in the French style. This ware,

VERY time one hears the term 

“Gaudy Dutch’ he should con- 
sider whether the term is used rightly 
or wrongly. Whenever it is coupled 
with the China, so-called, and the 
phrases “made for the color loving 
Dutch of Pennsylvania” you may be 
sure the usage is wrong, technically 
speaking. The gaudy decor known as 
Imari was brought to Europe by the 
Dutch East India Company, from their 
free trading island in Nagasaki. The 
wares, made in Japan, were called 
“Gaudy Dutch’. So popular was the 
decoration that Delftwares, and many 
English wares were covered with it in 
half a dozen or more designs. At first 
the gaudy wares were expensive. Then 
came the attempts at popularization 
and even ironstone was decorated in 
this form. 

Here we can contemplate the design 
book which, primarily made as a guide 
to flower arrangement for Japanese 
flower decorators, became a pattern 
book in Europe for flower painters, 
textile designers and china painters. 
The title, in Japanese, is Ikenobe 
Rikka No Zu. There are 46 plates 
measuring 9 x 13 inches and two 
plates measuring 13 x 18. They are 








printed from wood blocks, and glor- 
iously hand colored. Each and every 
one is an item of great decorator in- 
terest, perfect to frame, or to cover 
a screen, not to mention use in line 
with the book’s original purpose, to 
copy in flower arrangement. 

When this book was carried to the 
Netherlands, c. 1700, it would have 
cost considerably more than I paid 
for it as a research item in 1954. 
Thanks to the fact that an American 
Bookseller, C. E. Tuttle of Rutland, 
Vermont, now also has a bookshop in 
Yokahama, my search for the item 
was merely a matter of waiting until 
the Yokahama shop found it. 


The selection of prints from the 
Kyoto portfolio of 1698, here pictured, 
are indeed basic designs as well as 
delightful prints. They need no cap- 
tions. Each speaks for itself. My 
only regret is they cannot be 
shown in full color . . . and full 
size.

Small, Double 
Gate Table 


ERE pictured is the smallest 

double gate—two gates on each 
side—table thus far known in the 
American scene. The top plank is 11% 
x 36% inches; the height is also extra- 
ordinary, being 34 inches. The falling 
leaves are 12% inches at widest point 
thus providing a table top measuring 
36% x 36% when fully open (the hing- 
ing joint accounting for a scant half 
inch of extension). The wood would 
seem to be cypress. 

In the opinion of experts thus far 
privileged to examine the table, this 
piece is authentic in every part and 
particular. All parts are joined by 
mortising, each mortise going clear 
through the part of joining. There are 
two small drawers, one at either end. 
These have new fronts, the originals 
having been broken out. The turning 
is almost identical with chair back 
turning found on 17th century banister 
back master chairs. Found in the 
Piscataqua region of New Hampshire, 
this table, even though coming from 
the mansion of a 19th century trading 
ship Captain, would seem to have 
Southern provenance and most likely 
the original usage was as a sacra- 
ment table. The original use, in any 
event, was in some sort of service 
as the top is scoured almost white. The 
balance of the table shows almost no 
wear. The leaf joint is tongue & 
groove. The wood is very heavy and, 
if not cypress, may be jacaranda... 
a cabinet wood native to America 
which few, if any commentators, in- 
cluding the experts, have noted. The 
jacaranda tree grows as far north as 
the Carolinas, and in all the Gulf 
states. This wood is not to be confused 
with Brazilian rosewood, sometimes 
designated (in error) by this name, as 
are many unidentified Brazilian woods 
of heavy, dark characteristics. 

This table still poses a problem in 
positive identification but, meantime, 
it is owned by the Americana 
Foundation by whose courtesy 9 
it is shown.

Golfing 
Steins 


By Jack LEVEL 


T is doubtful if many stein col- 

lectors have ever owned a golf 
stein—even Ripley’s famous stein col- 
lection did not include a single golf 
item—yet such were made, in limited 
quantities, to be sure, in England, 
France, Germany and the United 
States before the turn of the century. 
They were used chiefly as trophies at 
tournaments and made up on special 
order by golf clubs, though a few may 
have been placed on general sale. 

The era of the steins is readily 
discernible from their decoration— 
by the golfing garb, the form of the 
players and the clubs and balls used. 
They vary considerably in size, con- 
tour, design and coloring, the latter 
running to browns, greens and blues. 
Some are capped with silver, some 
have plain or pewter tops, a few have 
silver tops. 

The British, as the first to develop 
golf as a sport, were first to manu- 
facture golfing steins. But when, after 
1895, golf began to become popular in 
Germany and the United States, por- 
celain and china concerns of those 
countries, including Lenox of Tren- 
ton, started to manufacture steins of 
this nature. 

Except for those especially made 
as golf club prizes, Lenox turned out 
at the most only a few hundred; of 
the rare triple-handled steins, they 
made less than one hundred alto- 





gether. The largest Lenox made were 
about thirty inches high, in two de- 
signs, painted from drawings by 
Oliver Kemp, a Lenox artist. Lenox 
cast the bodies and handles of these 
steins separately in plaster-of-Paris 
molds, After removal from the mold, 
the “slip” was still moist and the two 
parts were stuck together with addi- 
tional slips. Then the entire piece was 
fired, glazed, refired, hand decorated 
and fired for the third time. The body 
of the china was quite similar to that 
used today, being made of a mixture 
of clays petrified to a high degree. 
Though they have no records of the 
prices at which they originally sold, 
Lenox estimates the steins they made 
around 1900 would retail at some- 
thing over $150 if produced today. 
Some of the tankards and steins 
made abroad were embossed, but 
most of them were much like those 
turned out by Lenox. German steins 
reaching this country usually have 
pewter tops, though those of war 
periods, when that metal was con- 
fiscated by the government, were 
minus the pewter. Golf steins of Ger- 
man make are more common, it 
seems, in this country than in Ger- 
many, though they are scarce any- 
where in the world. In the last few 
years, a few made of rough 
porcelain have been struck off 
in German,

Nantucket, an island forty miles 
out to sea, is a collector’s paradise. 
The Whaling Museum, and the His- 
torical Museum, are crammed full of 
authenticated accumulations, But of 
even greater attraction are the old 
houses periodically opened for in- 
spection. These early dwellings, rated 
98% architecturally perfect by the 
Architects Association of America, 
are gems inside and out. The ship’s 
knee fences, artistic trellis work, in- 
side blinds that fold in quarters and 
eighths, the companionway type en- 
trances, are reminiscent of a day 
of beautiful curvature. I officiated at 
several antique auctions and hobby 
shows conducted by the Nantucket 
Neighbors, I know of no vacation spot 
offering so much culture, well pre- 
served antiquity, expression of art 
and collector interest. Figureheads, 
ships lanterns, gorgeous glass, scrim- 
shaw, lightship baskets and the only 
remaining flat bed press newspaper 
await you on the Island of the Grey 
Lady. 


“Nodders” are the choice of Mrs. 
Jim Voorhees, of Springfield, Mas- 
sachusetts, for collective interest. 
These are figurines wherein the heads 
nod. Most are statuettes of humans 
but some are animals. There are 
Mandarins, Dutch Boys, Giraffes, 
Colonial Soldiers—a slight touch of 
the fingers and the heads gently rock 
back and forth. A chalked identifica- 
tion on the bottom of each one 
records the eventual beneficiary—the 
selection based on the admiration 
registered.

An American 


Historical Fan

MERICANS throughout the 

United States were touched by 
the toppling of the steeple of the Old 
North Church (by hurricane) where 
once were hung the lantern, signaling 
the approach of the British on the 
night of April 18, 1775—“One, if by 
land, and two, if by sea.” 


Just as the sparks flew from the 
horse’s hoofs as Paul Revere sped 
through the countryside on horseback 
to Concord and Lexington, so today, 
in an Atomic Age, the spirit of Liberty 
runs high, rekindled by the loss of the 
precious steeple. That same love of 
Liberty and Freedom filled the hearts 
of the brave men who died at Bunker 
Hill. 


One hundred years after the Battle 
of Bunker Hill, in 1875, an American 
Fan Factory made a fan commemo- 
rating that historic event. The Fan 
Factory was founded in 1867 by Ed- 
mund S. Hunt of Weymouth, Massa- 
chusetts; the Factory later became 
the Allen Fan Company of Braintree, 
Massachusetts. 


The battle scene, on the fan-leaf, is 
a lithograph after the painting of ‘“The 
Battle of Bunker Hill” by John Trum- 
bull, who started this great work 
while a student in Benjamin West’s 
Studio in London. It was completed in 
1786. The focal point of the painting 
is the dying figure of Major General 
Joseph Warren, killed at Bunker Hill 
(Breed’s Hill) on June 17, 1775. Major 
Knowlton stands over Warren with a 
rifle, and Major McClery and Prescott 
are in back of him. Major Small, in 


the center, is gallantly saving the 
dying Warren from a saber thrust by 
a British grenadier. At the extreme 
right is Lieutenant Grosvenor. Among 
others portrayed are the British of- 
ficers, Howe, Clinton, and Pitcairn. 

The fan-sticks are of unpolished 
hornbean. 

On the reverse of the fan-leaf is 
Bunker Hill Monument. Portraits of 
Washington and Warren (the hero of 
Bunker Hill) are shown on either side. 

Lafayette was among the honored 
guests, and it was he who laid the 
corner-stone on June 17, 1825, while 
Daniel Webster delivered the dedica- 
tory oration. Daniel Webster, with his 
masterly command of the English 
language, was again chosen to deliver 
the address on the occasion of the 
completion of the Monument on the 
17th of June, 1843. His words, spoken 
on that memorable day, are as true 
now as on the day they were uttered. 
Liberty will never die. And so, in 
Daniel Webster’s own words, we read, 
“If there was nothing of value in the 
principles of the American Revolution, 
then there is nothing valuable in the 
Battle of Bunker Hill and its con- 
sequences. But if the Revolution was 
an era in the history of man favorable 
to human happiness, if it was an event 
which marked the progress of man all 
over the world from despotism to 
liberty, then this monument is not 
raised without cause. Then the Battle 
of Bunker Hill is not an event unde- 
serving celebrations, commemo- 
rations, and rejoicings, now and ye 
in all coming times.”

EVENTY-FIVE thousand pieces of 
= money, and not one cent of it for 
spending! That is the Chase National 
Bank Collection, representing the 
moneys of the world, of all ages of 
world history from B.C., right down 
to the curious wooden nickels of just 
yesterday. This collection has the 
status of an educational institution, 
has a full time curator, and is open 
to the public and to students 9 to 4:30 
daily excepting Saturdays, Sundays 
and holidays. The Museum is located 
at 13 Broad St., New York. The Chase 
collection is not primarily a “coin 
collection” as that term in generally 
used. Chase, while displaying the 
evolution of the dollar, is not con- 
cerned with owning the rare 1804 
dollar. Here money is treated pre- 
cisely as an antique, and for study in 
its every aspect and facet of social 
and economic significance. Over fifty 
years of gathering the moneys of the 
world stands behind this collection. 
The early Swedish coin known as the 
KMT (Koppar Mynt Thaler) weighing 
thirty-one pounds and worth precisely 
that weight of copper, to wit, eight 
thalers, dalers, or “dollars”. There is 
stone money, glass money, porcelain 
money, paper money, pewter, tin, sil- 
ver, copper, platinum and gold money. 
There is Continental currency, Colo- 
nial currency, Confederate money. 
There are odd denomination bills—

in fact you can see what most people 
do not believe ever existed, a three 
dollar bill — bank money, private 
money, California State money. 
Chase is always on the lookout for 
odd and unusual moneys not as yet 
represented in the collection. As we 
have said, they are not seeking date 
or mint mark rarities as such. Chase 
does have a “copper nose”, a now 
rare Henry VIII copper shilling silver 
plated — the first Sheffield plate of

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record, called copper nose because the 
prominent nose of the monarch was 
first to show signs of wear. In circu- 
lation Henry’s nose was denuded of 
its silver and shone out like a copper 
bulb. — You can see the coin itself at 
Chase Museum. You can see the gold 
coin issued by Fiorenze, Italy, 1252. 
It carries a large fleur-de-lys, the 
emblem of the city, or Dutchy. This 
gold coin was called a “‘florin’’ because 
of its flower emblem.

N 1904 Goupil & Company of Paris 

published a deluxe edition of “A 
History of Louisiana,” authored by 
Alcee Fortier, Litt. D., professor of 
Romance Languages at Tulane Uni- 
versity. This work was issued in four 
volumes and in it, from first to last, 
one finds a collection of prints of such 
fine quality and intense historic in- 
terest that shameful though it may 
seem, the books have been vandalized 
just for the prints! The prints, on 
paper 7 x 10 inches, are of fine qual- 
ity; being plate printed gravures, the 
equivalent of mezzotints. 

This book deserves close attention 
of all collectors of the deep south, 
including Texas for, in it, and on 
occasion found loose, are prints which, 
when found, are considered worthy of 
framing for the walls of any home. 
The entire book of four volumes has 
not passed through my hands, but 
certain of the prints have been 
brought to my attention. These are 
pictured, and properly captioned with 
all pertinent data. In some cases these 
prints by Goupil are the only good 
reproductions — by which is meant, 
prints made by an artist’s process— 
of record.

Zodiac Buttons 


By CaroL_yn DutTron 


ERAMIC zodiac buttons, accord- 

ing to Albert and Kent (Complete 
Button Book, Doubleday, 1949) fall 
in the categories of ceramics, under 
glass, glass, and metal. The complete 
set here pictured is ceramic—porce- 
lain, in fact—glazed, transfer printed 
in black, hand tinted in golden yellow 
and green. Names and symbols as well 
as figures are transfer printed, over- 
glaze, with the exception of the Can- 
cer example. On this, the name is 
hand lettered, perhaps because the 
transfer was defective. 

These porcelain buttons have self- 
shanks with one hole and are 1 15/16” 
in diameter. All bear a mark “57” 
incised in the paste on the backs, be- 
fore firing. Whether or not these par- 
ticular buttons would fall within the 
date, about 1925, set for the 14%” and 
1%” sizes given by Albert and Kent 


for ceramic zodiacs is perhaps a moot 
question. But be that as it may, here 
is a postscript to the Complete Button 
Book in respect of ceramic zodiacs. 
The symbols on these buttons are 
larger in proportion, as are the figures, 
than those shown by Albert and Kent. 

Florence Z. E. Nicholls, in her But- 
ton Hand Book, relates that “zodiacs 
are so scarce I feel lucky to have 
been able to dssemble the collection 
shown ... .” Illustrated in Mrs. 
Nicholls book are two porcelain zo- 
diacs (Aries and Gemini) similar to 
the above illustration excepting a 
narrow strip border. 

According to the records, this set 
has been in the Henry Kinzer Landis 
collection since before 1920. They 
would, from the markings, seem 
to be of French or German ic 
manufacture.

The Derby Pottery Works were 
started about 1750 by William Duesberry 
of Longton, Staffordshire, where he erected 
kilns and turned a 
few cottages into 
workshops. In 1770, 
he bought out the 
Cheslea factory and 
later the Bow estab- 
lishment. After 1784, 
all work was done at 
the Derby factory. 
An ornate adaptation 
of Japanese Imari 
was characteristic of 
Derby decoration, with rich colors and 
gold scrolling. Under the second William 
Duesberry who carried on the business 
from 1786 to 1795, flower painting and 
other decoration reached their height of 
excellence. The deep plate i sey one of 
a pair, is circa 1790. ($40 the pair). From

Faienee or Fayence as a name for 
pottery, originated either from the town 
of Faenza, near Bo- 
logna, or from Fay- 
ence in France, where 
maiolica was manu- 
factured in the 1500's. 
Later the term came 
to embrace all kinds 
of decorative earth- 
ernware. Various 
French potteries pro- 
duced _ admirable 
pieces, and com- 
manded the skill and 
taste of the finest 
sculptors and artists 
until into the 18th 
century, when work- 
manship declined. The cat in 


French 
Faience pictured, is 744” high, dates be- 
tween 1674-1690, and was modelled by Jan 
Knottier. The polycrome arrangement of 
flowers on the cat’s back is unusual, as is 
the floral pillow base. ($120.)

Wooden dolls of the type pictured 
are like those the little Princess Victoria 
owned and played 
with until at four- 
teen, she put her 
toys away, and began 
serious training for 
her role as Queen. 
Her 132 dolls in this 
type, varying only in 
size from 3 to 9” tall 
are now housed in 
the Albert and Vic- 
toria Museum. They 
are often called as a 
type “Dutch” dolls,

Dishwasher 
Cirea 1895 


R all we pride ourselves on mod- 
ern conveniences, the girls back in 
1895 could have had it pretty easy, 
too, if they could prevail on the men 
in their lives to part with $5 for a 
Mound City Dish-Washer! Theodore 
Placek of Stafford Springs, Conn., 
sent us a fascinating advertising flyer 
about this appliance, and it is inter- 
esting to note that the sales approach 
has changed less than the dish washer 
itself. 

“The services of a carpet sweeper 
are required two or three times a 
week,” so says the advertisement, “but 
the dish washer is in demand three 
times a day.” In a Mound City Dish 
Washer, not only were dishes perfectly 
washed, polished and dried in the brief 
span of two minutes (a child of ten 
who could read the directions could 
operate it intelligently) but they could 
absolutely not be broken—a distinct 
advantage over the aforesaid child of 
ten. Then, too, the sales talk con- 
tinues, the reddening and suffering 
that ensues from plunging the hands 
in boiling water was eliminated, and 
hands left in unblemished condition 
for the piano, the artist’s brush, or the 
delicate needle. Many a young lady— 
without a Mound City Dish-Washer, 
or, it is inferred, one of a less scientific 
make — was heard to exclaim, “My 
hands are so rough from washing 
dishes, I’m ashamed of them!” 

This paragon of a dish washer, 
which could be used on a gas stove, 
oil stove, or common cook stove, was 
capable of washing as many as 60 
pieces at one time—if knives and forks 
were counted individually. The re- 
commended total was 30 pieces. It 
was of galvanized metal, held two 
gallons of water, though another tea- 
kettleful was necessary for rinsing. 
The dish receptacle, largely perforated 
on sides and bottom, set into water 
receptacle or reservoir, on the order 
of a giant double boiler, and working 
on a pivot in the bottom of the reser- 
voir, was revolved by turning a crank.

questing, “Now if I may have your card.” 
We've been saving some of the “just a 
bit different” cards that have come our 
way from various dealers and now seems 
as good a time as any to mention them. 
Most that we saved are double fold with 
plenty of space for notations, and carry 
explicit directions for reaching the shop. 
J. Gresham Wilson, of Old Saybrook, 
Conn., used on his card, for example, a 
map clearly showing how to get to Ham- 
mock Road. He also has his Sales Tax 
Permit number printed under his name. 
(There’s no better way of identifying 
yourself as a dealer when you're out 
buying.) . . . The Henderson Antiques 
Shop in Westerville, Ohio, uses a note- 
size double fold card, and on the back 
just enough printed facts about Wester- 
ville to make you feel you’d be missing 
something to skip through that town 
lightly . . . Mrs. Willis Bower, who’s now 
out in the country from Lancaster at 
Bareville, Pa., uses a picture of her Cape 
Cod cottage and breezeway-attached shop 
on a post card, with a concise map, route 
numbers, phone and mailing address . . . 
As a special for their Silver Anniversary 
year, the Western Reserve Shop in Men- 
tor, Ohio, is using a regulation size card 
on silver coated stock, imprinted in black 
...and we've saved some correspondence 
cards as well as business cards cleverly 
designed with antique typefaces by Will 
McKeown .. . Such additional touches do 
run up the cost of your cards—and you'll 
need more too, for customers will just 
naturally want to pick one up. But every 
card that’s out of the ordinary makes 
your shop remembered—and it’s silently 
selling for you all the time! 


Musica Box Sociery—INTERNATIONAL: 
In September °54, Spinning Wheel pub- 
lished a piece about the Musical Box 
Hobbyists. Since that time, the name of 
the organization has been changed to 
Musical Box Society International. The 
president is Mr. John J. Hoeltzel, 1013

A Pin-Up Sewine Birp: Our editorial 
consultant, a most indefatigable delver 
into the past of everything, has just un- 
covered a different type sewing bird. 
Apparently J. Bernard Wilson of Easton, 
Pennsylvania, decided that sewing birds 
or work holders, needed improvement. So 
he designed and patented the “badge” 
pictured above. This had two pin hoops 
on the back to fasten to the sewer’s dress, 
and one pointed hook in front to hold 
the work. Mr. Wilson’s invention, how- 
ever patriotic in design, never did ac- 
quire the popularity of the delightful 
ornamental sewing birds (see Spinning 
Wheel, April °53 and Oct. °53), though its 
patent was granted August 27, 1861, and 
occasionally an example turns up to con- 
fuse antiquers. (Do you know you can, 
for 30¢, buy patent papers from the U. S. 
Patent office for any article bearing a U.S. 
Patent date? It’s one sure way of identify- 
ing makers of some of your old pieces 
and perhaps discovering just how they 
were intended to work!)
